District Attorney Zabel then ask­ 
ed the court to leave the question of 
Schrank’s sanity either to a commis­ 
sion of alienists or to be decided by 
a jury. Judge Backus decided to take 
the matter under advisement and ad­ 
journed the hearing until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
A commission of alienists has al­ 
ready been appointed 
to 
examine 
Schrank. 
Identity of the members 
of this commission 
has, 
however, 
been kept secret by the district at­ 
torney. In the event of the court’s 
decision to empanel a jury, the com­ 
mission will report its findings to 
the jurors who will decide. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt will 
be asked to come to Milwaukee and 
testify against his assassin, in tho 
event of Schrank being found men­ 
tally competent by an insanity com­ 
mission, according to District Attor­ 
ney W. C. Zabel today. 
If he is found to he sane, accord­ 
ing to the county prosecutor, Schrank 
will be brought to trial and his orig­ 
inal plea recognized. 
Won’t Accept Plea 
“ I will not accept a plea of guilty 
from Schrank until after the com­ 
mission has made its report to the 
court.” said 
the 
district attorney. 
“If the man is insane he will be 
committed to an asylum 
for 
the 
criminal insane. If he is sent to the 
asylum he probably 
will 
remain 
there for life. However, should his 
condition become such as to warrant 
the charge against him, he will be 
brought hack for trial at any follow­ 
ing time.” 
Before being taken to court today 
Schrank maintained the remarkable 
attitude of calmness apparent ever 
since his initial imprisonment the 
night of October 14, w’hen he fired 
a bullet into the breast of Colonel 
Roosevelt, as the latter 
emerged 
from the Gilpatrick hotel enroute to 
the city auditorium. 
Schrank had 
known for several days that he would 
be taken to court today. He had re­ 
fused to comment on the fact and 
seemed indifferent, whether he se­ 
cured an attorney to defend his case. 
He had made no such provision to­ 
day and was 
not 
represented by 
counsel.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. 
the signature of President Taft, pres­ 
ident of the American Red Cross so­ 
ciety, th at organization has sent out 
an appeal to the American public for 
funds to aid the work of caring for 
the wounded in the Balkan war. The 
appeal follows: 
“ It is difficult to bring home to 
the public in this country the ap­ 
palling suffering involved in a winter 
war in the Balkans. 
Communication 
is difficult, the cold it intense, 
and 
even rudim entary transportation is 
a m atter of extreme difficulty. More­ 
over, the fighting in this particular 
war is likely to be of an especially 
bitter and severe character, while on 
the other hand the medical organi­ 
zation available is quite inadequate 
to cope with the large num bers of 
wounded. 
4 Reports have been received from 
our diplomatic 
representatives 
in 
Turkey, the Balkan states and Greece 
and from the Red Cross societies, of 
the desperate conditions of the thou­ 
sands of sick and wounded and the 
inadequate medical service. 
With 
these reports have come urgent ap­ 
peals to the American Red Cross for 
aid. 
‘"The British Red Cross and those 
of Continental Europe are sending 
out medical detachm ents of doctors 
and n u r ^ s and hospital supplies In 
order to m itigate in some measures 
the terrible suffering entailed 
by 
such a winter campaign. 
“ Because of 
the 
distance, 
the 
American Red Cross will not send 
expeditions of trained personnel, but 
it earnestly appeals to the generos­ 
ity of our people to aid the sick and 
wounded soldiers of all the countries 
involved. 
“ Though an armistice may be de­ 
clared, the great num ber of sick and 
wounded m ust be cared for during a 
number of weeks and 
the 
troops 
m ust rem ain under arm s in the field 
for m onths during the severe winter 
weather, with all the suffering 
and 
sickness this will entail. 
“The services of 
American 
Red 
Cross will be rendered impartially to 
all the com batants concerned, but it 
is, of course, open to any subscriber 
to designate a donation for the ape 
cial assistance of one or the other 
of the belligerent parties, and 
in­ 
structions to that effect will be strict­ 
ly observed.
